Health  Education. 

The  Dental  Surgeons  continue  to  give  talks  to  the  Mothers  during  their 
visits  to  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  children’s  teeth. 

The  regular  issue  of  “ Better  Health,”  the  monthly  publication  of  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education,  to  the  majority  of  Head  Teachers,  is  being 
continued  and  has  been  much  appreciated  generally. 

The  National  Campaign  to  encourage  the  wider  use  of  Health  Services 
inaugurated  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  in  October,  1937,  was 
continued  during  the  first  three  months  of  1938.  The  procedure  for  distribution 
of  literature  and  the  exhibition  of  posters  was  as  outlined  in  my  report  for  1937. 
The  Campaign  was  extended  over  a period  of  six  months  in  all. 


Training  of  Girls  in  Mother  craft. 

In  1936  a Scheme  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  to  senior  girls  in  mother- 
craft  by  Health  Visitors  was  begun.  This  has  been  continued  and  further 
expanded  in  1938. 


It  now  includes  lectures  by  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  together  with 
demonstrations  and  practical  work  under  her  supervision  and  that  of  the  local 
Health  Visitor.  The  arrangements  are  made  in  close  co-operation  with  the 
County  Education  Officer  and  his  staff  and  given  to  Senior  Girls  in  the  following 
schools : —

The  talks  on  feeding  and  general  care  of  infants  and  young  children,  and 
the  practical  work  in  bathing  and  dressing  life-size  dolls,  and  demonstrations  of 
appropriate  clothing,  have  been  much  appreciated  by  the  girls.  Every  effort  is 
made  to  enable  the  girls  themselves  to  bath  and  dress  a doll. 


National  Baby  Week  Competition. 

From  time  to  time  in  previous  years  reports  were  submitted  upon  the  success 
of  several  Child  Welfare  Committees  in  a competition  organized  by  the  National 
Baby  Week  Council. 

More  recently  this  Council,  in  co-operation  with  the  Association  of  Teachers 
of  Domestic  Subjects,  invited  senior  girls  in  Public  Elementary  Schools  studying 
Infant  Care  to  compete,  and  the  test  was  to  answer  four  of  the  following  six 
questions : — 

(a)  “ Safety  First  for  Babies  ” is  the  motto  of  the  National  Baby  Week  Council.  If  you 
had  a home  of  your  own  how  would  you  make  it  safe  for  a toddler  to  live  in  ? 

( b ) Breast  feeding  is  best  for  baby.  Why  do  doctors  all  say  this? 

(c)  What  clothes  should  a baby  six  months  old  wear  in  winter  (a)  indoors,  (b)  out  of 
doors  ? Describe  how  this  clothing  should  be  washed.

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( d ) Give  some  rules  for  the  right  feeding  of  children  about  two  years  of  age.  Suggest 
suitable  meals  for  one  day  for  a child  two  years  old. 

(e)  Give  the  five  most  important  rules  which  must  be  followed  if  a baby  is  to  have  a 
healthy  life.  Explain  how  you  would  carry  these  out. 

(/)  What  is  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  ? How  can  it  help  mothers  who  have  babies  and 
young  children  ? 

The  first  prize,  the  “ William  Hardy  ” Challenge  Shield,  was  to  be  given  to 
the  School  submitting  the  four  best  sets  of  answers  and  this  has  been  won  by 
the  Senior  Council  School,  Christchurch,  of  which  the  Head  Master  is  Mr.  E. 
J.  Slinn.  As  the  competition  was  open  to  Schools  throughout  the  Country  this  is 
a matter  of  considerable  congratulation.

Infant  Mortality. 

This  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  per  thousand 
births  registered  in  the  same  period.  During  1938  the  rate  was  41  the  same  as 
the  previous  year.  For  England  and  Wales  it  was  53.  The  following 
tables  show  the  births  and  deaths  under  one  year  in  each  Urban  and  Rural 
District  of  the  County  for  each  of  the  past  five  years  respectively  and  the  total 
births  and  deaths  under  one  year  with  the  average  infant  mortality  over  that 
period.  It  will  be  noticed  that  births  have  increased  very  considerably  in  number 
in  the  Aldershot,  Fareham  and  Winchester  Urban  Districts  but  in  no  Rural 
Districts.  Apart  from  the  Urban  Districts  of  Aldershot  and  Winchester  which 
are  Local  Welfare  Authorities,  the  average  for  the  last  five  years  is  under  40  in 
all  Urban  Districts  except  Alton,  Christchurch,  Eastleigh,  Fareham,  Gosport  and 
Lymington.  The  rates  for  Christchurch  and  Lymington  are  the  only  ones  to 
exceed  50.  Among  the  Rural  Districts  Droxford,  Petersfield  and  Romsey  and 
Stockbridge  give  rates  of  50  and  over  and  Alton  and  Hartley  Wintney  and 
Ringwood  and  Fordingb ridge  40  or  less.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

(A)  Maternity. 

Ante-natal  Care. 

The  provision  made  in  this  County  for  medical  ante-natal  care  remains  as 
described  in  previous  reports. 

(a)  Ante-natal  Clinics. 

The  attached  table  gives  information  concerning  the  arrangements  for 
examination  of  women  at  clinics  and  the  work  done  during  1938.  26  clinics  were 
in  operation  during  1938.  A clinic  at  Netley  was  opened  in  September. 

The  clinics  held  at  the  Royal  Hants  County  Hospital,  Winchester,  and  at 
the  General  Infirmary,  Salisbury,  are  available  not  only  for  cases  sent  up  for 
consultation  but  for  “ ordinary  ” cases  from  the  neighbouring  County  area. 
During  the  year  11  women  attended  at  Salisbury  Ante-natal  Clinic,  making 
a total  of  16  attendances.  During  the  same  period  2 women  attended  at 
Winchester.

The  work  of  the  clinics  has  shown  satisfactory  expansion,  2,882  women 
having  made  5,806  attendances,  as  compared  with  2,572  and  4,920  in  1937. 

During  the  year,  150  women  re-attended  the  clinics  for  post-natal  examina- 
tion. The  need  for  this  is  constantly  being  urged  but  owing  to  various  difficulties, 
without  much  result. 
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During  the  year  1938,  51  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  medical  attendant 
for  treatment;  56  were  referred  to  a Consulting  Clinic  for  further  advice;  43 
attended  and  of  these  24  were  recommended  for  admission  to  an  Institution.  Two 
cases  were  admitted  for  X-ray  only. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  140  cases  attended  where  the  possibility  of  ad- 
mission to  a County  Council  maternity  bed  was  raised.  136  of  these  140  cases 
were  admitted  to  an  Institution. 

Of  the  45  cases  recommended  for  admission  to  an  Institution  35  were  ad- 
mitted to  Hospital,  3 to  maternity  beds  in  Public  Assistance  Institutions,  and  the 
other  7 for  various  reasons  were  confined  at  home. 

(b)  Other  Medical  Examinations. 

Apart  from  the  work  carried  out  at  the  clinics  medical  practitioners 
examined  and  advised  841  women,  involving  1,451  examinations  at  the  women’s 
homes  and  471  at  the  doctor’s  surgery.  This  provision,  vital  for  the  medical  care 
of  a number  of  women  for  whom,  because  of  distance  or  other  reasons,  it  is  im- 
possible at  any  time  to  attend  one  of  the  established  clinics,  is  also  of  use  when 
this  impossibility  only  occurs  later  in  pregnancy  so  that  the  return  visits  to  a 
clinic  at  this  stage  are  unable  to  be  made.  Of  the  841  cases,  573  were  examined 
post-natally. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  on  the  list  the  names  of  136 
Selected  Practitioners  specially  approved  for  the  examination  of  women  who 
cannot  attend  a County  Council  Ante-natal  Clinic.  Various  changes  and  addi- 
tions took  place  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  the  number  of  Selected  Practitioners 
was  149. 

In  a number  of  cases  an  appointment  is  made  on  condition  that  the  Selected 
Practitioner  attends  a post-graduate  course  in  ante-natal  work  and  such  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  by  the  Southern  Branch  of  the  B.M.A  A special  course 
was  held  at  Southampton  and  at  Portsmouth  during  the  autumn  of  1938  when  13 
Selected  Practitioners  were  able  to  attend. 

(c)  Consulting  Clinics. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  obstetric 
beds  at  the  Hospitals  at  Aldershot,  Boscombe,  Portsmouth,  Salisbury  and 
Winchester,  to  which  abnormal  maternity  cases  are  admitted,  to  examine  and 
advise  on  cases  suspected  of  abnormality. 

At  these  Consulting  Clinics,  45  women  attended,  having  been  sent  from 
Ante-natal  Clinics  for  further  advice,  or  with  a view  to  Hospital  treatment.  This 
number  includes  two  referred  in  1937.  In  addition,  25  attended  for  examina- 
tion at  Consulting  Clinics  with  a view  to  Institutional  treatment.  As  a result 
45  were  admitted  to  Hospital  (two  of  these  for  X-ray  only).  78  other  women 
were  sent  as  a result  of  other  ante-natal  examinations,  of  whom  40  were  ad- 
mitted to  maternity  beds,  3 to  ordinary  Hospital  Wards  and  one  to  the  Public 
Assistance  Institution. 

Special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  provision  of  X-ray  examina- 
tions at  Aldershot  Maternity  Unit;  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Portsmouth;  the  Royal 
Hants  County  Hospital,  Winchester;  Gosport  War  Memorial  Hospital;  Emsworth 
and  Lymington  Cottage  Hospitals.  46  cases  were  referred  for  X-ray  diagnosis 
and  17  were  subsequently  admitted. 

( d ) Dental  Treatment. 

In  order  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  sepsis  arising  from  a septic  condition 
of  the  mouth,  and  to  improve  the  expectant  mother’s  condition  generally,  the 
County  Council  have  made  provision  for  expectant  mothers  to  receive  dental 
treatment  by  the  Council’s  Dental  Surgeons  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical 
Officer  in  charge  of  the  Ante-natal  Clinic.  In  cases  where  the  treatment  cannot 
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be  completed  before  confinement,  it  is  continued  afterwards.  During  the  year 
the  following  work  was  carried  out  (the  figures  in  brackets  refer  to  1937) : —

(e)  Extra  Nourishment. 

This  has  been  recommended  by  Medical  Officers  and  supplied  to  241 
expectant  mothers  as  follows : — 

161  expectant  mothers  were  supplied  with  milk  only;  28  with  milk  and  eggs; 
2 with  milk  and  butter;  1 with  milk,  butter  and  eggs;  3 with  milk  and  cod  liver 
oil  and  malt;  1 with  milk,  Prenatalac  and  cod  liver  oil  and  malt;  1 with  milk  and 
cod  liver  oil  emulsion;  1 with  milk  and  Marmite;  2 with  Prenatalac;  3 with 
Haemolac;  1 with  Colact;  12  with  Fersolate;  1 with  milk  and  Ferromalt;  16 
with  milk  and  Fersolate;  5 with  milk,  Prenatalac  and  Fersolate;  2 with  milk, 
eggs  and  Fersolate;  1 with  milk,  Bemax  and  Glucose.  During  the  year  12,884^ 
pints  of  milk,  1,888  eggs,  121bs.  butter,  6,006  Fersolate  tablets,  331bs.  Prenatalac, 
131bs.  Haemolac,  4 tins  Colact,  fib.  cod  liver  oil  emulsion,  141bs.  cod  liver  oil  and 
malt,  -|lb.  Marmite,  21bs.  Ferromalt,  21bs.  Bemax  and  21bs.  Glucose  were  provided. 

53  cases  were  recommended  for  extra  nourishment  which  was  not  granted. 
In  41  cases  the  financial  circumstances  were  above  the  scale;  4 cases  did  not 
wish  to  apply,  and  8 cases  were  referred  to  the  Public  Assistance  Department. 

(f)  Ancemia  in  pregnant  women- 

As  in  1937,  blood  samples  have  been  examined  in  the  County  Laboratory 
from  a number  of  women  attending  ante-natal  clinics.  To  remedy  any  iron 
deficiency  Medical  Officers  were  advised  Fersolate  Tablets  could  be  recom- 
mended by  them  as  extra  nourishment  which  would  be  granted  free  if  the 
circumstances  of  the  patients  justified  such  action. 

The  combating  of  anaemia  appears  to  be  a useful  procedure  for  the  welfare 
of  both  mothers  and  the  infants. 

Maternity — Employment  after  Confinement. 

In  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st 
October,  1937,  there  is  a clause  as  follows:  — 

“ If  the  occupier  of  a factory  or  workshop  knowingly  allows  a woman  to  be 
employed  therein  within  four  weeks  after  she  has  given  birth  to  a child,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  five  pounds  or,  if  he  has  been  previously  convicted  of 
a like  offence  within  two  years,  to  a fine  not  exceeding  ten  pounds.” 

This  provision  was  originally  in  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  and 
was  transferred  to  the  Public  Health  Act  in  order  that  the  necessary  supervision 
should  be  exercised  by  Health  Visitors  whose  duties  bring  them  into  touch  with 
such  mothers  shortly  after  confinement. 

The  terms  “ factory  ” and  “ workshop  ” are  of  wide  significance  and  are  not 
limited  in  their  application  to  large  undertakings.  Health  Visitors  were  asked  to 
report  any  cases  coming  to  their  notice  which  in  their  opinion  might  possibly 
come  within  the  scope  of  the  Clause  quoted  above.  No  cases  were  reported 
during  1938. 

Birth  Control  Clinics. 

The  arrangements  as  reported  in  1935  have  been  continued  during  1938. 
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During  the  year  24  applications  were  received  and  paid  by  the  County  Council. 
16  of  these  were  new  cases  and  8 re-attendances. 

It  has  recently  been  decided  to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  patients  who 
could  not  otherwise  get  to  a clinic,  such  payments  at  present  being  only  up  to 
a total  of  £10  per  annum. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

Midwives  Act,  1936. 

Details  of  the  working  of  this  Act  in  the  county  were  reported  in  1937.  An 
adequate  midwifery  and  maternity  service  has  been  provided  for  the  whole 
of  the  county  and  there  has  up  to  the  present  been  no  difficulty  in  such  pro- 
vision. 

A new  Association  was  formed  at  Sarisbury  Green  to  cover  the  district 
formed  by  Sarisbury  Green,  Locks  Heath,  Park  Gate,  Swanwick  and  Burridge. 
The  nurse  undertakes  general  nursing  only. 

Inspection  of  Midwives. 

The  number  of  certified  midwives  who  notified  their  intention  to  practise 
during  the  year  1938  was  368  of  whom  365  were  trained  and  3 bona  fide.  They 
attended  as  midwives  5,629  births  out  of  a total  of  7,631  notified  from  the  area 
of  the  administrative  County,  or  74  per  cent. 

During  the  year  362  routine  inspections  were  paid  by  the  Supervisor  or  her 
assistant;  in  addition  140  special  inspections  were  carried  out. 

Compensation  of  Midwives  for  temporary  loss  of  practice. 

Suspension  for  loss  of  practice  through  coqtact  with  infection  was  necessary 
in  three  cases,  involving  a sum  of  £3  10s.  Od. 

Compensation  to  Midwives  for  Surrender  of  Certificate. 

Section  5 of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936  requires  the  County  Council,  subject 
to  certain  conditions,  to  pay  compensation  to  midwives  who  surrender  their 
Certificates  before  the  31st  July,  1939;  also  to  midwives  who,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Council,  are  no  longer  fit  to  practise  midwifery  and  the  surrender 
of  whose  Certificates  is  demanded  accordingly.

Proceedings.  The  same  Section  makes  it  an  offence  for  any  woman  whose 
name  has  been  removed  from  the  Roll  in  this  way  to  receive  remuneration  for 
attending  as  a Nurse  on  a woman  in  child-birth  or  at  any  time  during  the  ten 
days  immediately  after  childbirth,  the  maximum  penalty  being  £10.  A case 
of  this  kind  which  occurred  at  Gosport  came  to  notice  and  proceedings  were 
taken.  The  Justices  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  offence  had  been  committed  but 
decided  to  dismiss  the  case  on  payment  of  costs,  £1  19s.  Od. 

Post-Graduate  Instruction  for  Midwives.

The  total  cost  including  lecturers’  fees  and  travelling  expenses  incurred  by 
midwives  was  £49  14s.  7d. 

Sterilized  Maternity  Outfits. 

The  practice  of  selling  these  outfits  at  cost  price  has  been  continued  during 
the  year.  122  Set  A outfits  and  51  Set  B outfits  were  sold.  Where  the  cost 
cannot  be  paid,  owing  to  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  patient,  arrange- 
ments are  made  for  the  case  to  be  specially  considered.  No  such  case  was  brought 
to  notice  during  1938. 

Bacteriological  control  of  the  sterility  is  maintained  by  regular  sampling. 

Fees  of  Doctors  called  in  by  Midwives. 

The  percentage  of  births  dealt  with  by  midwives  has  remained  at  74  as  in 
1937,  being  72  in  1936.  The  number  of  calls  for  medical  help  was  again  higher, 
3,122  as  against  2,929.  The  doctor  is  sometimes  called  more  than  once  to  the 
same  patient. 

The  doctor’s  bill  was  paid  in  2,258  cases  during  1938  as  against  2,103  in  the 
previous  year,  or  40  per  cent.;  in  1932  it  was  30  per  cent.  The  total  payments 
increased  from  £3,492  to  £3,801  while  the  receipts  were  £1,391  as  against  £1,179. 
This  represents  an  increase  in  net  expenditure  of  £96  (from  £2,313  to  £2,409).

It  is  seen  that  there  was  in  1938  a total  increase  of  193  calls,  i.e.,  an  increase 
of  48  in  ante-natal  conditions,  50  during  labour,  and  95  during  the  lying-in 
period. 

Home  Helps. 

During  1937  the  Committee  agreed  to  a Scheme  for  providing  home  helps 
where  the  expectant  mother,  having  made  all  possible  enquiries,  fails  to  secure 
adequate  help  in  the  house  at  the  time  of  her  confinement  and  where  otherwise 
the  confinement  could  take  place  at  home.  Cases  possibly  in  need  of  such  pro- 
vision are  reported  by  midwives  or  others  and  referred  to  the  Supervisor  of  Mid- 
wives who,  in  consultation  with  the  midwife  and  the  District  Nursing  Associa- 
tion, if  any,  makes  arrangements  for  a suitable  person  if,  after  investigation,  the 
need  is  proved.  A condition  of  the  provision  of  a home  help  is  that  the  patient 
shall  not  unreasonably  refuse  such  medical  ante-nata.1  care  as  seems  advisable. 
The  home  help  is  guaranteed  a payment  of  3/-  a day  by  the  County  Council, 
such  proportion  of  this  sum  being  recovered  from  the  patient  as  her  means  allow. 
During  the  year  helps  were  provided  in  21  cases.  In  three  cases  the  provision 
of  a help  appeared  to  be  unjustified  and  other  satisfactory  arrangements  were 
made.  The  provision  appears  to  meet  the  need.

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Institutional  Arrangements  for  Unmarried  Mothers. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Portsmouth  and  District  Free  Church  Council 
Home  at  22,  Albany  Road,  Southsea,  have  been  continued.  The  charge  there  is 
at  the  rate  of  7s.  a week  and  the  Governors  of  the  Institution  prefer  that  girls 
should  be  admitted  about  six  weeks  before  the  confinement  is  expected.  Arrange- 
ments are  made  for  the  confinement  to  take  place  in  St.  Mary’s  Hospital, 
Portsmouth. 

The  girl  returns  to  the  Home  after  the  confinement  and  remains  there  at 
least  4 months  for  training,  etc. 

One  case  was  admitted  in  1936,  three  in  1937,  and  ten  in  1938. 

Other  institutional  accommodation  for  unmarried  mothers  is  provided  by 
the  Winchester  Diocesan  Society  Maternity  Home,  North  Walls,  Winchester,  as 
reported  in  1930.  Twenty-three  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  1938. 
During  the  years  1937-38  a contribution  of  £501  19s.  Od.  was  made  by  the  County 
Council  in  respect  of  the  services  provided  by  this  home. 


Maternal  Mortality. 

The  Registrar  General  allocated  the  deaths  of  24  women  as  a result  of 
pregnancy  or  connected  therewith  to  this  County  during  1938.  This  gives  a 
maternal  mortality  rate  of  2.87  per  thousand  total  births. 

Sixteen  of  these  deaths  have  been  investigated.

The  striking  features  of  the  cause  for  maternal  deaths  in  1938  are  the  re- 
ductions in  cases  of  sepsis  and  the  increase  in  pulmonary  thrombosis.  Only  one 
of  the  three  deaths  from  sepsis  was  investigated  and  in  that  case  the  labour  was 
normal;  in  one  of  the  other  two,  no  indication  is  given  by  the  Registrar  General 
to  indicate  the  type  of  labour  but  in  the  third  the  sepsis  followed  a vesicular 
mole. 


The  occurrence  of  seven  cases  of  pulmonary  embolism  is  unusual  and  the 
associated  conditions  were  as  follows : — 
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Caesarian  section  for  central  placenta  praevia. 

Presumed  Femoral  thrombosis. 

Twins,  not  diagnosed  ante-natally. 

Uncomplicated  breech  in  a primapara  of  29  but  no  signs  of  sepsis. 

Caesarian  section  for  accidental  haemorrhage  due  to  placenta  praevia. 

Normal  confinement. 

Caesarian  section  for  disproportion. 

Of  the  cases  of  eclampsia  one  occurred  at  24  weeks  before  any  ante-natal 
supervision  was  possible  and  one  during  the  seventh  month  of  pregnancy. 

Deaths  put  down  to  associated  conditions  included : — 

Internal  haemorrhage  into  sheath  of  rectus  due  to  coughing  with  no  obvious 
signs  or  symptoms. 

Lung  abscess  following  operation  for  intestinal  obstruction  following  caesa- 
rian section. 

Cohesion  following  intestinal  fistula  after  operation  for  pelvic  abcess  result- 
ing from  salpingitis  due  to  abortion. 

Acute  pulmonary  thrombosis  with  slight  endometritis  following  abortion  for 
three  months. 


Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

During  the  year  1938,  92  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified;  56  of  these 
cases  occurred  in  the  practice  of  midwives.  As  a result  of  investigations  carried 
out  by  the  Supervisor  of  Midwives  it  appears  that  swabs  were  taken  from  the 
Midwives  concerned  in  31  cases  of  which  only  three  showed  haemolytic  strepto- 
cocci and  from  nine  patients  of  which  four  showed  haemolytic  streptococci.  In 
all  cases  where  the  patient’s  swab  was  positive  the  midwife’s  was  negative.  There 
is  no  tendency  to  withhold  the  use  of  prontosil  compounds  until  the  results  of  a 
swab  are  known. 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  came  into  operation  on  October  1st, 
1937,  removes  puerperal  fever  from  the  lists  of  notifiable  diseases  so  that  after 
that  date  all  cases  of  puerperal  fever  are  included  under  the  designation  of  puer- 
peral pyrexia. 

The  arrangements  made  under  the  Order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  1926, 
were  continued  during  the  year:  — 

(1)  The  services  of  an  approved  consultant  were  a^ked  for  in  5 cases  of 
puerperal  pyrexia,  3 of  these  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital. 

(2)  15  specimens  of  lochia  were  received. 

(3)  32  cases  notified  as  puerperal  pyrexia  were  admitted  to  Hospital. 

(4)  The  services  of  the  County  Council  Health  Visitor  were  not  asked  for 
in  any  case. 

So  that  there  should  be  equipment  quite  ready  at  short  notice,  two  outfits 
have  been  provided  and  these  are  kept  in  a hamper  at  the  head  office  ready  for 
immediate  despatch  by  train.  The  contents  of  the  outfits  have  been  mentioned 
in  previous  reports. 

Anti-streptococcal  serum  is  supplied  where  considered  necessary  by  the 
general  practitioner  under  the  provisions  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Act,  1918. 
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Other  Emergencies  arising  during  labour  or  lying-in. 

The  Council  has  made  arrangements  for  the  same  consultants  as  are  avail- 
able in  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis  to  be  called  in  where  other  emergencies  arise 
during  labour  or  lying-in. 

During  the  year  a consultant  was  called  in  in  7 cases  of  obstructed  and  de- 
layed labour,  one  case  of  adherent  placenta  and  3 cases  of  ante-partum  haemorr- 
hage. 


Stillbirth. 

During  the  year  1938,  267  stillbirths  were  registered;  this  includes  transfers 
from  areas  outside  the  County.  Cases  occurring  in  a midwife’s  practice  are,  as 
far  as  possible,  investigated  by  the  Supervisor  of  Midwives. 

During  the  year,  114  stillbirths  occurring  in  the  practice  of  midwives  were 
investigated;  of  these  46  were  fresh. 


(B)  Child  Welfare. 

Notification  of  Births. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Welfare  Authority  as  defined  by  Section  200  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  for  the  whole  area,  with  the  exception  of  the  City  of 
Winchester  and  the  Borough  of  Aldershot.

It  was  necessary  in  one  midwife’s  case  to  take  proceedings  for  delay  in  noti- 
fying a birth.  This  unusual  step  would  not  have  been  taken  had  the  midwife 
answered  enquiries  on  the  subject  but,  as  no  reply  could  be  obtained,  a summons 
was  issued.  A fine  of  10s.  was  imposed. 

There  was  a second  case  which  gave  difficulty,  namely,  one  of  the  doctors 
in  the  County  having  frequently  omitted  to  notify  births.  The  matter  was  placed 
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in  the  hands  of  the  Legal  Department.  On  receiving  an  assurance  from  the 
doctor  no  proceedings  were  actually  taken. 

Supervision  of  notification  is  undertaken  as  detailed  in  previous  reports. 

The  Health  Visitors  continue  to  pay  visits  to  give  advice  and  help  until  the 
child  is  of  school  age.  During  the  year  1938,  118,733  such  visits  were  made  in- 


cluding : —

To  children  between  the  ages  of  1 and  5 — total  visits  71,864 


The  importance  of  an  early  visit  by  the  Health  Visitor  is  stressed,  but  care 
is  taken  to  avoid  overlapping  with  the  midwife  in  charge  >of  the  case.  During 
the  first  twelve  months  of  the  baby’s  life  the  Health  Visitor  sees  the  child  once 
a month,  as  far  as  practicable,  and  more  often  when  the  circumstances  seem  to 
require  it.  The  arrangements  made  with  regard  to  the  supervision  of  children 
born  in  barracks  were  detailed  in  the  report  for  1930. 


Breast  Feeding  of  Infants. 

The  position  with  regard  to  breast  feeding  for  the  whole  county  remains  the 
same  as  last  year,  namely,  only  59  % of  babies  born  during  the  first  six  months 
of  the  year  being  wholly  breast  fed  up  to  the  age  of  six  months.  The  highest 
percentage  was  in  one  of  the  Basingstoke  areas  (with  80%)  and  at  Christchurch 
(with  79%). 


Supply  of  Extra  Nourishment. 

During  the  year  1938  milk  was  supplied  to  368  nursing  mothers  and  799 
children  under  five  years  of  age.

In  98  cases  the  circumstances  were  above  the  scale,  16  cases  did  not  wish  to  apply 
and  40  were  referred  to  the  Public  Assistance  Department.

Similar  arrangements  are  made  to  treat  defects  occurring  in  children  under 
the  age  of  5 years  as  for  those  in  school  children. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

During  the  year  39  (41)  children  under  the  age  of  5 years  were  recommended 
for  operative  treatment  and  35  (27)  children  were  operated  upon,  at  a net  cost  to 
the  County  Council  of  £32  5s.  Od.  (£25  16s.  6d.).  The  figures  in  brackets  refer 
to  1937. 

Ringworm. 

X-ray  treatment  for  ringworm  of  the  scalp  was  given  in  one  case. 

Defective  Vision. 

These  cases  are  mostly  cases  of  squint  as  the  prevention  of  blindness  arising 
from  this  makes  the  requisite  treatment  urgent.  In  1938,  309  cases  were  inspected 
by  the  Council’s  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  and  spectacles  were  prescribed  for  146 
cases  compared  with  282  cases  inspected  and  spectacles  prescribed  for  146  cases 
in  1937.  During  the  year,  109  pairs  of  spectacles  were  supplied  and  85  repairs 
or  alterations  carried  out.

During  the  same  period  the  deaths  of  two  foster  children  were  notified.  One 
died  of  meningitis  and  the  other  one  of  acute  bronchitis  and  mental  deficiency. 


Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

The  following  tables  show  the  work  done  for  children  under  school  age  at 
Clinics  and  in  Hospital.  It  will  be  noted  that  3 cases  only  had  operations  for 
Rachitic  conditions  as  against  5 in  1937  and  10  in  1936;  on  the  other  hand  104 
new  cases  were  admitted  to  the  clinic  register  for  these  conditions  as  against  81 
in  1937  and  that  the  year  closed  with  160,  as  against  132  in  1937  and  101  in  1936. 
It  is  true  to  say  that  the  vast  majority  of  rachitic  cases  seen  at  the  Orthopaedic 
Clinics  are  mild  and  some  of  them  very  slight  indeed.  There  is  no  evidence 
of  lack  of  supervision  since  the  majority  attended  Child  Welfare  Centres  more 
or  less  regularly.

The  staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  private  practitioners  have  been 
asked  to  bring  to  my  notice  the  case  of  any  place  which  appears  to  be  a Nursing 
Home  and  which  is  unregistered. 

With  regard  to  Inspection,  it  has  been  arranged  that  when  an  application  for 
registration  of  a Nursing  Home  where  it  is  proposed  to  carry  out  maternity  work 
is  made  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  visits  together  with  the  Supervisor 
of  Midwives : subsequent  inspections  and  reports  are  made  by  the  Supervisor  of 
Midwives.  Nursing  Homes  not  dealing  with  maternity  cases  are  inspected 
annually  by  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  36  Homes  which  took  maternity  cases  dealt  with  628  women  in  the  year 
ended  31st  December  1938,  but  the  under-mentioned  Home  was  open  for  less 
than  12  months.

The  accommodation  varies  from  one  to  14  beds. 

Five  Homes  were  authorized  to  deal  with  one  case  at  a time,  14  were 
authorized  to  deal  with  two  cases  at  a time,  and  the  remainder  were  able  to  take 
more  than  two  cases  at  one  time. 

The  number  of  cases  dealt  with  varied  from  one  to  143.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  between  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities 
and  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  in  the  supervision  of  the  rivers  and  streams 
running  through  the  area  covered  by  the  Board. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  sewerage  scheme  at  Anna  Valley  in  the  Andover 
Rural  District  will  obviate  the  discharge  of  sewage  into  an  adjoining  stream. 

In  the  Basingstoke  Rural  District  the  effort  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has 
resulted  in  a marked  improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  the  water  courses. 

Numerous  cesspits  at  Highcliff  in  the  Christchurch  Urban  Area  which  were 
liable  to  overflow  and  pollute  the  Bure  Stream  and  nearby  ditches  have  been 
abolished,  the  drains  having  been  connected  to  the  sewer.  Overflow  from  the 
sewer  at  Tuttons  Well,  Stanpit,  Waterloo  Bridge,  Maundeville  Crescent  which 
was  liable  to  pollute  the  ditches  and  streams  in  their  vicinity  has  been  remedied 
by  increasing  the  power  of  pump  and  ejectors. 

Extension  of  sewerage  scheme  in  Fleet  Urban  District  to  prevent  pollution 
of  streams  by  cesspool  drainage  effluent  is  under  consideration. 


Closet  Accommodation,  Public  Cleansing,  etc. 

No  special  action  needs  comment  in  this  section  apart  from  the  extension 
of  scavenging  work,  including  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  etc.,  undertaken  by 
the  Droxford  Rural  District  Council  in  the  Parishes  of  Bishops  Waltham, 
Wickham  and  Shedfield  and  the  extension  of  schemes  for  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  in  the  Parish  of  Lyndhurst  in  the  New  Forest  Rural  District  and  Lang- 
rish  Parish  in  the  Petersfield  Rural  District. 

Romsey  Urban  District  Council's  service  of  refuse  collection  has  been 
changed  over  from  horse  to  mechanical  transport  and  work  being  done  by 
“ direct  labour.” 

In  the  City  of  Winchester  remodelling  of  the  Refuse  Destructor  has  been 
commenced,  a new  Sewage  Pumping  Station  is  in  course  of  construction  for  the 
Andover  Road  Area  and  further  progress  has  been  made  in  providing  a relief 
sewer. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  as  a general  rule  earth  closets  are  abolished 
and  connected  to  the  water  carriage  system  where  possible  throughout  the  County. 

Andover  Rural  District.  Reconstruction  of  the  sewerage  scheme  at  Anna 
Valley  Iron  Works  employing  300  men  was  commenced. 

New  Forest  Rural  District.  Parish  of  Eling.  A new  sewerage  scheme 
serving  this  area  was  brought  into  operation  in  April. 
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Petersfield  Rural  District.  Bramshott.  Extension  of  sewage  system 
carried  out  in  this  Parish. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

The  information  obtained  does  not  show  any  increase  in  verminous  premises 
in  the  County.  In  Aldershot,  Basingstoke  and  Gosport  Urban  Areas,  68,  17  and 
52  houses  respectively  were  reported  during  the  year  to  be  infested  with  bugs; 
disinfection  was  carried  out  under  the  Council’s  own  arrangements  in  each  case. 


Swimming  Baths. 

The  only  item  of  note  was  the  opening  in  June  in  the  Romsey  Urban  District 
of  a new  open  air  Swimming  Pool.  Water  is  taken  from  the  mains  of  the  South- 
ampton Corporation.  A purification  plant  is  in  use  and  the  pumping  rate  is 
15,200  gallons  per  hour,  the  contents  of  the  pool  being  turned  over  every  six 
hours.  The  “ Chloramine  ” process  is  used  for  sterilization. 


Camping  Sites. 

Licences  have  been  issued  in  the  majority  of  Local  Sanitary  Areas  in  the 
County  during  the  year  in  respect  of  sites  for  camping.  The  supervision  of 
these  camps  appear  to  be  satisfactory  particularly  in  respect  of  water  supplies, 
closet  accommodation  and  refuse  collection.  In  Christchurch  Urban  and 
Lymington  Urban  several  large  camping  sites  near  the  sea  have  been  approved. 

The  Local  Sanitary  Authority  for  the  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  Rural 
Area  has  experienced  some  difficulty  with  the  gipsies  who  bought  land  and 
erected  sheds  and  tents  thereon. 


Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  schools,  etc.,  are  dealt  with  in  the 
Annual  Report  made  to  the  Board  of  Education  on  the  School  Medical  Service. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


Milk  Supply. 

In  my  report  for  1937,  I indicated  the  steps  which  led  up  to  the  appointment 
of  whole-time  Veterinary  Surgeons  to  carry  on  the  routine  veterinary  inspection 
of  milch  cattle  and  the  discontinuance  of  routine  milk  sampling  by  Sanitary  In- 
spectors of  Local  Authorities.  Similarly,  the  practice  of  following  up  notifications 
of  the  discovery  of  tuberculous  carcases  in  local  slaughter-houses  ceased.  In 
April  1938  the  Veterinary  service  was  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  the  only  duty  then  remaining  with  the  Public  Health  Department  was  that 
connected  with  the  supervision  of  milk  supplies  for  Schools,  and  the  reference  to 
the  Veterinary  Officer  of  instances  reported  by  the  Local  Authorities  outside  the 
County  where  Tuberculous  milk  had  been  discovered. 

The  County  Laboratory  is  continuing  to  deal  with  samples  received  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  order  for  the  purpose  of  the  estimation  of  butter 
fat.  Similarly  the  Laboratory  deals  with  samples  submitted  by  the  Ministry’s 
Veterinary  Officer,  upon  an  agreed  fee  per  sample. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 
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Tuberculous  Milk. 

During  1938  veterinary  inspections  were  carried  out  as  a result  of  suspicion 
arising  either  from : —

Pasteurised  Milk. 

One  important  aspect  of  the  work  of  the  County  Laboratory  is  the  examina- 
tion of  the  pasteurised  milk  for  Local  Sanitary  Authorities,  upon  whom  is  laid  the 
duty  of  supervision  of  the  production  of  pasteurised  milk.  The  total  number  of 
samples  received  during  the  year  numbered  340,  264  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory, the  remainder  failing  to  satisfy  the  test.  In  every  such  instance  the  re- 
port is  referred  back  to  the  Local  Authority,  who  investigates  the  circumstances, 
and  takes  the  necessary  action. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  in  general  there  is  a considerable  in- 
crease of  co-operation  existing  between  the  producer  and  the  local  authority  and 
a desire  on  the  part  of  the  former  to  invite  inspection  and  to  eradicate  the  tech- 
nical difficulties  which  arise  from  time  to  time.  As  is  known,  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation urge  that  where  supplies  of  pastuerised  milk  are  available,  they  should 
be  preferred  for  School  Milk  Clubs.  Health  Visitors  (who  act  as  School  nurses) 
from  time  to  time  take  samples  o!f  milk  as  delivered  at  the  school  for  examina- 
tion and  so  an  independent  check  on  the  quality  is  maintained.  During  the 
year  under  review  210  such  samples  were  received,  137  satisfying  the  test.  As 
regards  the  remainder  in  every  case  precisely  similar  action  is  taken  as  recorded 
above. 


Food  and  Drugs. 

The  arrangements  for  the  taking  and  examination  of  samples  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  remain  unaltered.  During  the  year  1,755  samples  were 
taken  and  of  these  55  (or  3.13  per  cent.)  were  found  on  analysis  to  be  unsatisfac- 
tory. The  corresponding  figures  for  1937  were: — Samples  taken  1,787,  samples 
unsatisfactory  47  (or  2.63  per  cent.).  The  unsatisfactory  samples  consisted  of 
New  Milk  54,  and  Seidlitz  Powder  1. 

Prosecutions. 

Thirteen  prosecutions  were  undertaken  during  the  year  (all  New  Milk). 
Fines,  with  or  without  costs,  were  imposed  in  six  cases,  three  were  dismissed  on 
payment  of  costs  and  four  dismissed.

Two  annual  returns  have  to  be  submitted  to  the  Registrar-General  as 
follows : — 

(a)  In  respect  of  successful  primary  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  carried  out  by  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Public  Assistance  Institutions  and  Public  Vaccinators  during  the 
year  ended  3CFh  September  last. 

(b)  In  iespect  of  the  vaccinations  of  children  whose  births  were  registered  during  the 
calendar  year  next  but  one  preceding. 

A summary  of  these  returns  is  given  in  the  accompanying  tables.  It  will 
be  noticed  from  table  “A”  that  while  3,534  were  successfully  vaccinated,  no  less 
that  2,853  submitted  declaration  of  conscientious  objection  to  vaccination.  At 
the  same  time,  178  were  unaccounted  for,  having  removed  to  places  unknown, 
etc.

Action  taken  with  regard  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Schemes  have  been  organised  in  all  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  in  the  County 
except  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  Rural  District  and  Christchurch  Urban 
District.  These  vary  in  detail,  the  injections  being  given  either  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  or  by  the  family  doctor  and  the  treatment  being  limited  in  some 
cases  to  certain  age  groups.  The  County  Council  co-operates  through  the 
Health  Visitors  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  persuading  parents  and 
by  giving  their  help  where  injections  are  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

During  the  year  1938  the  Eastleigh  Urban  District  Council  approved  of  a 
scheme  for  offering  facilities  for  immunising  children  under  the  age  of  14  years 
following  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  in  one  of  the  Junior  Schools  in  the  area. 

These  schemes  and  the  amount  of  work  done  during  1938  are  shown  in  the 
accompanying  table  which  is  summarised  below : each  case  receiving  two  doses 
of  diphtheria  prophylactic  (T.A.F.  or  A.P.T.) : —

Routine  immunisation  (with  2 doses  A.P.T.)  of  children  admitted  to  the 
Council’s  Residential  School  at  Lankhills,  Winchester,  on  obtaining  the  parent’s 
consent  is  still  carried  out  together  with  immunisation  of  all  children  sent  to  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee’s  Children’s  Homes  and  to  The  Lord  Mayor  Tre- 
loar’s  Hospital,  Alton. 

Diphtheria  in  Immunised,  Persons. 

During  the  year  enquiries  were  made  concerning  the  previous  immunization 
in  every  notified  case  of  diphtheria.  It  appeared  that  fourteen  persons  were 
notified  as  suffering  from  diphtheria  who  had  received  previously  injections  of 
immunising  materials.  In  two  of  these  cases  the  notification  was  withdrawn  since 
it  was  subsequently  decided  that  there  were  no  clinical  signs  of  the  disease.

Measles. 

In  my  report  for  1936  I mentioned  the  arrangements  that  had  been  made  to 
have  at  hand  human  serum  to  issue  to  doctors.  The  expected  epidemic  duly 
arrived  in  1938  and  sufficient  serum  was  on  hand  thanks  to  the  very  helpful 
co-operation  of  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  and  Co.  and  the  generous  contri- 
butions of  blood  by  various  donors.  Each  doctor  to  whom  the  serum  was  issued 
was  asked  to  send  a return  concerning  the  effects.  These  have  been  summarised 
below. 

Following  a report  that  cases  of  acute  degeneration  of  the  liver  had  arisen 
in  certain  areas  following  injection  of  prepared  serum  intensive  investigations 
were  made  in  this  County  but  no  evidence  of  any  association  of  jaundice  with 
the  injections  given  was  obtained. 

As  a consequence  of  this  fear,  however,  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  and 
Co.  have  ceased  preparing  the  serum  and  it  is  proving  extremely  difficult  to 
find  anyone  to  do  so.  It  may  be  that  in  the  next  epidemic  in  1940  no  stock  will 
be  available  which  would  be  very  unfortunate  since  any  treatment  which  is  of 
proved  value  in  ameliorating  measles  is  worth  every  support.

Treatment  of  Cancer. 

In  my  Report  for  1937,  I indicated  that  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Com- 
mittee had  undertaken  the  responsibility  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  cancer  re- 
siding within  the  Administrative  County  where  a course  of  X-ray  or  radium  treat- 
ment was  necessary,  the  service  to  commence  on  1st  April,  1938.  The  Regional 
Radium  Centre  for  this  area  is  situated  at  the  Royal  South  Hants  and 
Southampton  Hospital,  and  an  agreement  has  been  concluded  between  the  County 
Council  and  the  Hospital  for  reception  of  County  patients  at  the  following  rates — 

In-patients  ...  12/-  a day. 

Out-patients  ...  2/6  per  attendance. 

An  agreement  has  been  concluded  also  with  the  Mount  Vernon  Hospital, 
Norwood,  for  the  reception  of  any  in-patients,  which  cannot  be  dealt  with  at 
Southampton,  at  the  rate  of  £3  3s.  Od.  per  week.  Only  one  such  case  was  dealt 
with  at  that  Hospital  for  1938. 

All  General  Practitioners  were  informed  of  the  new  service  by  Circular 
letter  in  March,  1938;  any  case  may  be  referred  by  them  direct  to  the  Radium 
Officer  so  long  as  I am  informed  of  the  name,  address,  s'ex  and  age  and  reason 
for  reference.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  Provision  is  made  by  the  County  Council  for 
giving  assistance  by  way  of  admission  to  the  following  hospitals : — 

Boscomb'e — Royal  Victoria  and  West  Hants  Hospital. 

Portsmouth — Eye  and  Ear  Hospital. 
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Salisbury — General  Infirmary. 

Southampton — Free  Eye  Hospital. 

Winchester — Royal  Hants  County  Hospital. 

on  the  staff  of  each  of  which  is  an  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  Mothers  are  admitted  if 
possible,  at  the  request  of  the  patient’s  doctor.  Admission  is  arranged  direct  be- 
tween the  doctor  and  hospital  by  telephone  or  telegram  so  as  to  avoid  delay. 
For  the  preventioin  of  Ophthalmia  reliance  is  placed  on  ante-natal  care  by  doctor 
and  midwife  and  by  the  carrying  out  by  midwives  in  the  County  of  instructions 
to  make  a routine  practice  of  instilling  silver  nitrate  into  the  baby’s  eyes  after 
cleaning  the  outside  immediately  after  birth.  In  order  that  slight  cases  of  gono- 
coccol  infection  may  not  be  overlooked  in  early  stages  a smear  of  the  discharge  is 
always  asked  for  and  examined  free  of  charge.  If  gonococci  are  found  the 
doctor  is  immediately  notified  and  the  parents  persuaded  to  undergo  treatment. 

The  arrangements  made  with  a view  to  prevention  and  treatment  of  this 
condition  have  been  described  in  previous  reports  and  have  continued  to  work 
satisfactorily. 

During  the  year  1938,  notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  79  cases  of 
ophthalmia;  of  these  3 were  doctor’s  cases  and  76  midwives’.  Of  this  number 
10  were  nursed  at  home  by  the  Health  Visitors.  11  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospital. 

Of  the  76  midwives’  cases  medical  examination  had  been  carried  out  ante- 
natally  in  45  cases  but  vaginal  discharge  noted  in  5 only.

The  mother  of  one  case  where  Gonococci  were  found  was  persuaded  to  have 
treatment  at  the  appropriate  clinic. 

There  were  three  unfortunate  cases  which  occurred  in  one  midwife’s 
practice. 

The  condition  of  the  eye  of  one  of  the  children,  born  December,  1937,  be- 
came so  serious  that  the  eye  had  to  be  removed  in  November,  1938.  The  baby 
has  now  been  fitted  with  a glass  eye  and  it  is  thought  that  the  other  eye  is  now 
normal. 

A second  child,  born  30th  December,  1937,  developed  a squint.  The  child 
was  dealt  with  in  Hospital  during  April  and  May.  The  latest  report  states  that 
the  eye  is  clearer  and  the  squint  less. 

A third  child,  born  30th  March,  1938,  had  some  Hospital  treatment  in  May 
and  remained  under  medical  care  for  some  months.  An  opinion  was  expressed 
in  May,  1939  that  “ there  was  very  little  sight  in  the  right  eye.” 
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PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 


A very  full  investigation  into  all  the  circumstances  was  carried  out  and  no 
definite  cause  ascertained. 

The  duties  of  the  County  Council  under  this  Act  have  been  delegated  to  the 
Hants  Association  for  the  Care  of  the  Blind  who  administer  the  grants  made  by 
the  County  Council  and  supplement  them  by  raising  voluntary  subscriptions, 
maintain  the  register  and  undertake  educational  and  welfare  work  generally. 
The  Association  works  through  a Committee  representing  the  Voluntary  District 
Committees.  The  Clerk  of  the  County  Council,  the  County  Treasurer,  Education 
Officer  and  Medical  Officer  are  ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.

Tuberculosis. 

The  Death  Rate  from  tuberculosis  in  the  County  during  1938  was  .47  per 
1,000  persons;  lung  tuberculosis  accounting  for  .38  per  1,000,  and  all  other  forms 
of  tuberculosis  for  .09  per  1,000.  The  corresponding  figures  for  England  and 
Wales  were  .63  per  1,000,  made  up  of  .53  for  lung  disease  and  .10  for  other  forms. 

The  County  rate  of  .47  for  1938  is  a decrease  of  .01  on  that  of  1937.  The 
lowest  recorded  yearly  rate  was  that  of  1936,  which  was  .45. 

Comparing  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  the  County,  it  is  seen  that  both 
have  shared  in  the  diminution  in  the  total  death  rate  for  the  year  1938.  The 
Urbarn  rate  of  .49  is  somewhat  higher  than  the  Rural  rate  of  .44;  this  relation 
has  always  held  except  for  the  year  1936,  when  the  Urban  rate  happened  to  be 
unusually  low. 

The  general  trend  of  the  mortality  from  Phthisis  may  be  seen  in  Figure  1, 
which  shews  that  present  rates  are  half  what  they  were  at  the  beginning  of  ' the 
century.  The  graphs  are  but  a portion  of  a much  larger  wave  of  descent,  which, 
for  example,  in  the  decade  1871-1880  was  for  England  and  Wales  at  the  heig 
of  2.13  per  1,000;  that  is,  over  fives  times  the  present  rate.

The  total  number  of  males  for  the  whole  period  was  1,045  and  that  of  females 
680.  Thus  the  general  death  rate  among  men  was  much  greater  than  that  among 
women,  and  this  is  the  case  throughout  the  Country  as  a whole.  For  three  decades, 
25-55  the  deaths  among  men  were  over  200,  for  only  one  decade  in  women  did 
they  reach  that  figure.  The  rate  for  males  was  higher  in  every  decade  excepting 
5-15,  where  figures  are  quite  small;  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  un- 
common below  15  years  of  age.  A graph  shewing  the  mortality  (Figure  1)  indi- 
cates a long  plateau  of  high  mortality  for  men  from  25-50  and  a sharp  peak  of 
less  high  mortality  for  women  between  25  and  35. 


For  the  past  four  years  the  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has 
been  comparatively  steady  at  a low  figure  (0.41  0.37  0.40  0.38) : Figure  1 
shews  this;  so  that  the  figures  relating  to  this  four-year  period  1935-38  may  be 
collected  for  comparison  with  the  previous  four-year  period  1931-34.  Deaths  from

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The  deaths  for  the  last  four  years  were  less  than  those  for  the  previous  four 
years  for  both  sexes.  For  men  there  was  a drop  from  578  to  467;  large  reduc- 
tions took  place  in  the  decades  of  high  mortality  25-35  and  35-45,  but  all  ages 
shared.  For  women  there  was  a drop  from  355  to  325  which  was  distributed 
over  most  of  the  age  periods.  The  death  rate  for  women  is  still  much  less  than 
that  for  men. 

The  rarity  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  below  the  age  of  fifteen 
is  marked  during  the  past  four  years,  the  total  for  the  two  sexes  being  only  seven 
for  this  period.  At  the  same  time  it  is  evident  on  clinical  grounds  that  a vast 
amount  of  infection  takes  place  during  this  early  period,  the  disease  being  latent 
and  breaking  out  in  active  form  a few  years  later.

The  period  of  highest  mortality  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  early 
life;  the  deaths  of  children  under  five  were  151  which  is  much  greater  than  those 
of  any  subsequent  ten-year  period.  Tuberculous  meningitiis,  a particularly  fatal 
form  of  tuberculosis  is  the  type  that  is  largely  responsible  for  this  heavy 
incidence.

As  in  pulmonary  tuberculosis  the  total  deaths  of  males,  233,  were  greater 
than  those  of  females,  191.  This  excess  was  shown  particularly  at  school  and 
pre-school  age;  87  boys  under  five  died  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  and 
64  girls  under  five.  From  five  to  fifteen  the  deaths  among  boys  were  double  that 
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of  girls,  the  figures  being  43  and  21.  During  the  next  decade,  15-25,  that  of 
young  adults,  the  figure  for  females  was  higher,  being  38  against  that  for  males 
of  29.  (This  period  25-35  is  also  the  period  of  high  mortality  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  in  women,  although  the  deaths  are  less  than  those  of  men  in  the  same 
decade).  Thereafter,  there  were  no  notable  differences,  the  total  deaths  of  men 
over  twenty-five  was  74,  and  of  women  over  twenty-five  there  were  68  deaths; 
relatively  small  figures  for  an  eight-year  period.

The  satisfactory  drop  of  about  30  per  cent,  is  shown  in  the  later  period.  The 
reduction  in  the  first  year  of  life  may  be  noted;  such  reduction  is  brought  about 
by  removal  of  infants  from  infected  parents,  and  there  is  need  for  wider  powers 
to  ensure  the  removal  of  young  children  from  foci  of  infection.  The  total  figures 
for  1931-34  are  248,  and  for  1935-38  are  176;  a large  reduction  in  which  most 
ages  have  shared. 

Figure  3 illustrates  the  above  characteristics  of  the  mortality  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  showing  the  high  rates  at  early  ages,  the  lower  ones  in 
later  life,  and  the  difference  between  the  two  sexes.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 


Notification. 

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  require  the  notification  of 
every  case  of  Tuberculosis  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  appropriate 
Sanitary  District  who  sends  a weekly  return  of  all  notifications  to  the  County 
Health  Department. 

The  standard  of  notification  of  tuberculosis  in  the  County  was  well  main- 
tained during  the  year  under  review.  All  deaths  from  tuberculosis  are  reported 
by  District  Registrars,  and  any  failure  to  notify  is  revealed  in  this  way.  Eight 
pulmonary  and  five  non-pulmonary  cases  were  disclosed  from  this  source  in 
1938.  Three  of  the  pulmonary  cases  were  not  seen  by  a doctor  until  shortly 
before  death  occurred,  and  one  was  a baby  found  dead  by  its  mother.  Of  the 
other  four  lung  cases  two  were  inmates  of  a Mental  Hospital,  one  was  diagnosed 
after  a fatal  haemoptysis,  and  one  was  thought  by  his  medical  attendant  to  have 
been  notified  by  his  predecessor. 

The  five  non-pulmonary  cases  included  three  patients  who  died  from  tuber- 
culous meningitis.  The  other  two  cases  were  abdominal,  a boy  of  17  who  died 
following  the  operation  at  which  the  disease  was  diagnosed,  and  a woman  of  74.

The  number  of  patients  in  sanatoria  is  correlated  with  the  number  of  new 
cases  of  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  for  most  cases  of  both  pulmonary  and  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  given  institutional  treatment  after  diagnosis,  whether 
for  cure,  segregation  and  education,  or  nursing. 

The  low  figures  for  1935  and  1936  are  partly  due  to  this  factor  (see  page  72) 
but  the  increase  in  1938  needs  further  explanation,  and  is  due  to  increased  treat- 
ment. 

The  Mount  Sanatorium,  Bishopstoke. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  writes  as  follows:  — 

“ The  results  of  treatment  during  the  period  under  review,  although  providing 
no  grounds  for  complacency,  have  been  sufficiently  encouraging  so  far  to  justify  the 
further  extension  of  active  measures.  This  characterizes  the  year  rather  than  the 
introduction  of  any  new  form  of  treatment,  but  graduated  rest,  fresh  air,  an  adequate 
diet,  and  strict  medical  control  have  remained  the  basic  principles.  The  ordered 
and  disciplined  life  of  the  sanatorium,  moreover,  furthered  our  aims  by  dispelling 
ignorance  and  by  promoting  the  restoration  of  self  confidence,  for  whilst  it  is  of  value 
to  the  community  that  a T.B.  positive  patient  should  become  negative,  the  gain  is 
enhanced  and  made  more  enduring  if  such  an  individual  has  the  capacity  and  the 
will  to  work.  Constructive  and  creative  tasks,  ranging  as  they  do  from  the  restoration 
of  the  grounds  to  the  renovation  of  out-buildings  and  the  like,  and  carried  out  by  the 
patients  according  to  their  degree  of  fitness,  have  thus  a firm  psychological  basis.” 

Patients  admitted  during  1938  totalled  136  and  of  these  nine  were  non-  tuber- 
culous whilst  five  others  had  non-pulmonary  lesions.  Classification  of  the  re- 
mainder shewed  that  the  average  age  of  the  individual  was  somewhat  greater 
than  in  previous  years.  The  insidious  character  of  the  disease  was  still  maintained, 
for  in  approximately  half  the  pulmonary  cases  admitted  the  lesion  had  already 
passed  beyond  the  early  stages. 

The  number  of  patients  selected  for  active  treatment  is  shewn  below : — 

Artificial  Pneumothorax, 

Collapse  of  one  lung  was  attempted  in  40  patients  and  of  both  lungs  in  a 
further  four.  In  eleven  cases  the  operation  was  immediately  unsuccessful  and 
treatment  had  to  be  abandoned  in  a further  two  owing  to  complications.  Thirty 
patients  having  such  treatment  terminated  their  residence  at  the  sanatorium  and 
of  these  14  were  classified  as  quiescent,  including  two  with  bilateral  collapse,  14 
non-quiescent,  whilst  two  had  died. 

Transfers  to  the  London  Chest  Hospital  for  division  of  adhesions  which  pre- 
vented satisfactory  collapse  totalled  seven  during  the  year. 
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Phrenic  Crush  or  Evulsion. 

Nineteen  operations  for  paralysis  of  the  hemi  - diaphragm  were  performed 
and  of  the  ten  patients  leaving  the  sanatorium,  five  were  quiescent,  four  non- 
quiescent  and  one  died. 


Gold  Therapy. 

Ten  patients  received  intravenous  injections  of  gold  but  in  six  of  these  the 
treatment  was  combined  with  collapse  therapy  or  diaphragmatic  paralysis,  the 
results  being  classified  elsewhere.  Of  the  remainder  the  course  was  abandoned 
in  two  patients  because  of  complications,  one  was  quiescent  and  one  had  died. 


Thoracoplasty. 

The  only  patient  who  had  this  treatment  left  with  his  lesion  still  active. 

Classification  of  all  patients  terminating  their  treatment  in  1938  shewed  that 
35  had  died — including  one  not  suffering  from  tuberculosis — 53  were  non-quies- 
cent,  43  were  quiescent,  whilst  nine  were  non-tuberculous.  It  is  of  interest  to 
note  that  apparently  half  the  quiescent  patients  had  received  some  form 
of  active  treatment.

Artificial  Pneumothorax  treatment  was  used  in  19  cases  during  the  year; 
in  three  no  space  was  found,  in  five  others  the  treatment  was  of  short  duration 
because  of  adhesions  or  other  complications;  in  the  remainder  it  was  continued 
with  benefit.  One  case  was  transferred  to  the  London  Chest  Hospital  for  cut- 
ting of  adhesions  to  facilitate  therapeutic  collapse  of  the  lung. 

Eight  women  were  temporarily  transferred  to  hospital  to  have  the  operation 
of  phrenic  evulsion,  in  all  cases  with  benefit.  One  case  was  transferred  to 
Brompton  Hospital  for  thoracoplasty;  the  result  was  successful,  the  disease  be- 
coming quiescent  and  the  patient  free  from  sputum. 

Accessory  methods  of  treatment  by  injections  of  gold,  tuberculin  and  calcium 
have  been  employed. 


Children. 

There  has  been  a greater  proportion  of  the  less  mild  forms  of  Tubercular 
Cervical  Glands,  multiple  enlargements,  and  abscess  formations;  cases  needing 
prolonged  and  careful  treatment.  One  death  occurred,  that  of  a child  transferred 
to  sanatorium  from  hospital  on  account  of  severe  chronic  lung  disease,  shewn 
at  Post-Mortem  to  be  non-tuberculous. 

. The  wards  have  been  quite  free  from  epidemic  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year. 
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Institutional  Treatment  (Bone  and  Joint  Tuberculosis). 

Bone  and  Joint  Tuberculosis  in  men  is  treated  under  the  County  Scheme  at 
King  George’s  Sanatorium,  Liphook,  whilst  the  women  are  sent  to  the  Royal  Sea- 
Bathing  Hospital,  Margate,  or  to  St.  Anthony’s  Hospital,  Cheam,  Surrey. 

From  the  list  of  Institutions  to  which  patients  were  sent  in  1938  (given  below) 
it  will  be  seen  that  21  beds  have  been  occupied  throughout  the  year  by  children 
sent  to  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar  Cripples’  Hospital,  Alton,  as  compared  with  19 
in  1937.  The  average  number  occupied  in  1936  was  23.

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Dispensary  Work. 

There  has  been  a general  increase  in  Dispensary  work,  as  shown  by  the 
number  of  attendances;  most  of  this  increase  is  due  to  the  regular  attendance  of 
patients  for  artificial  pneumothorax  refills.  No  change  in  the  character  of  the 
Dispensary  sessions  has  taken  place.  The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  examined  at  the  Dispensaries  during  the  year  was  260,  a decrease 
of  15  on  the  previous  year. 

Radiology  continues  to  be  of  increasing  use  in  clinical  investigation;  the 
number  of  X-ray  examinations  done  was  451  compared  with  338  in  1937  and 
142  in  1936. 

The  number  of  T.B.  plus  cases  on  the  registers  has  increased  from  546  in  1937 
to  596  in  1938.  A T.B.  plus  case  is  one  in  whom  tubercle  bacilli  have  been  found 
in  the  sputum,  possibly  only  temporarily.  No  one  cause  is  responsible  for  the 
increase.  A possible  factor  is  the  more  thorough  search  for  tubercle  bacilli  in 
the  sputum,  resulting  in  a greater  number  of  those  cases  in  which  only  an 
isolated  “ positive  ” has  shown  itself.  Another  factor  is  that  with  increased  treat- 
ment, more  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  survive  longer;  many  may  be  incur- 
able, but  their  lives  are  prolonged  as  chronic  cases,  and  they  increase  the  number 
on  the  Dispensary  Registers.  The  number  of  T.B.  plus  cases  is  an  important 
figure,  for  it  represents  the  number  of  possible  foci  of  infection  in  the  County; 
and  the  preventive  activities  of  the  Dispensaries,  which  ultimately  mean  greater 
saving  of  life  than  does  treatment,  are  directed  towards  these  cases.  (There  is 
reason  to  believe  that  few  T.B.  + cases  exist  in  the  County  that  are  not  on  the 
Register). 

There  are  at  the  present  time  48  open-air  shelters  on  loan,  together  with 
bedsteads  and  bedding  where  necessary.  Health  Visitors  have  continued  to  keep 
patients  in  their  own  homes  under  supervision,  particularly  those  who  are  infec- 
tious 

Tuberculous  bone  and  joint  cases  have  been  seen  by  Sir  Henry  Gauvain  as 
out-patients  at  Alton  when  desired,  or  by  the  Surgeon  at  the  nearest  Orthopaedic 
Clinic.  There  have  been  71  such  examinations  during  the  year. 


Extra  Nourishment. 

A milk  allowance  of  one  pint  or  one

In-patient  treatment  when  required  is  provided  at  the  Borough  Hospital, 
Southampton,  the  London  Lock  Hospital  and  the  Salisbury  General  Infirmary. 
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During  the  3/ear  1938,  two  women  and  one  child  were  treated  at  the  London 
Lock  Hospital,  and  one  man  was  treated  at  the  Salisbury  General  Infirmary 
at  a total  cost  of  £41  6s.  6d.  No  cases  were  sent  to  the  Borough  Hospital, 
Southampton,  during  the  3/ear.

Medical  Practitioners  who  desire  any  large  investigations,  are  asked  to  make  prior  enquiries 
at  the  Laboratory  to  find  out  whether  the  amount  of  Public  Health  Work  on  hand  will  permit 
any  additional  work  to  be  carried  out. 
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There  are  few  comments  to  make  on  the  work  of  the  Laboratory  in  the 
past  year.  It  will  be  noticed  that  more  examinations  of  blood  for  Wassermann 
Reaction  were  made.  The  samples  of  milk  examined  biologically  for  tuberculosis 
were  considerably  less  numerous,  while  examinations  of  waters  increased  by 
over  500.  As  from  1st  July,  the  Wassermann  reaction  test  was  employed  in 
connection  with  detection  of  gonococcal  infections  and  the  Phosphatase  Test  of 
milk  was  introduced  for  the  first  time  this  year.
